LIBRARY COMMITTEE. 

The accident which befell our late librarian, J. Warren Upton, 
near the close of last year, was of a nature so grievous that it 
incapacitated him from the turthcr pci fin uiauct* of his duties. 
It was the termination of the active years of one whose career, 
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both as schoolmaster and librarian, had been honorable and suc- 
cessful. In his affliction he has the deepest sympathy of the 
committee. 

At a meeting of the committee called for that purpose, Messrs. 
Carroll, Osborn and Bushby were appointed to take charge of 
the affairs of the library for the time being. The clerical work 
was performed by Mr. Bushby and Mr. Osborn. In perform- 
ance of the duties devolving on this special committee, they 
received the intelligent assistance of Mr. John McKeen, the 
janitor. 

The condition of Mr. Upton remaining unchanged, it became 
necessary to elect a new librarian; when the new committee met 
for organization, Lyman P. Osborn was chosen to fill the posi- 
tion. He had been a member of the Library Committee for 
many years, and in his capacity as chairman of that body had 
made himself familiar with the resources as well as the aim and 
scope of the library. Its condition at the present time is ample 
warrant for the action of the committee. He brings to his daily 
duties unvarying courtesy and untiring industry. 

The committee early in the year found it necessary to furnish 
the librarian with a more complete working outfit, which in- 
cluded among other indispensable articles a typewriter. In the 
essentials befitting the requirements and dignity of such an insti- 
tution, it is believed the library is well equipped. 

The cost of binding and rebinding is an item that increases as 
times goes on. In addition to the ordinary expenditure for this 
purpose, it was found during the thorough examination which all 
the books in the library received this year, that many old sets, 
most of them rare and valuable, the special gifts of Mr. George 
Peabody, were in a condition that required immediate attention. 
The unusual, in some respects unlooked for, expenses arising 
from the conditions named made serious inroads on the sum al- 
lotted for the purchase of new books. The appeal to the Trus- 
tees on the gravity of the situation, met with a generous response. 
A sum of money adequate for every purpose was granted for the 
use of the committee, in addition to the amount given to the 
librarian for the completion of the card catalogue. 
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K K POUTS OK COMMITTEES. 


During the winter it was noticed that there was an absence of 
good order and decorum in the conduct of many young boys who 
frequented the reading room, especially in the evenings. Chil- 
dren of tendei yfftrt, many of whom should have boon at home, 

came there as a regular resort, seemingly oblivious to their priv- 
ileges and utterly regardless of the comfort of the older readers 
who might U* picsrnt. Yn\ ulmt.mtU the commit! ee decided 
to exclude all children under fourteen years of age from the room 
after seven o’clock in the evening. The enforcement of this rule 
has been entirely satisfactory. The adults and those studiously 
inclined, have come hack finding quietude and satisfaction in 
their surroundings. The proposed amendment to the by-laws, 
creating a special committee for the reading room, will be bene- 
ficial in many ways. 

The committee have faithfully attended to their duties. The 
attendance at the meetings has been regular, and tin* interest in 
the work fully sustained. The accessions to the library have 
been cbowt) with Mlbentk)ll Uttd out, with® sense of the re- 
sponsibility the position imposes on every member. 

The year has been an eventful one, yet one of distinct pro- 
gress. it mat ha said with truth that tha tibtarj ia being brought 

closer to the people, that it is growing in usefulness and becoming 
each day a more potent factor in the comfort and well being of 
the community.

The Lyceum Committee r e spectfu lly submit their report for 
the season of 1898-99. 

The Lyceum course of this season consisted of eight lectures, 
all of which proved interesting and acceptable to the large audi- 
ences who attended them* Prominence wae given to subjects 
c onnected with the great questions which co nfr onted the nation 
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during the year, more particularly those relating to the territories 
which were brought under the influence of the United States. 

Those interested in music and the drama, also found topics that 
proved interesting to them. 

One lecture of the course was given in the Town hall, the ex- 
pense of which was defrayed by private contributions. The 
audience at this lecture was nearly twice the number that could 
be accommodated at the Institute hall. Out of the small appro- 
priation for the Lyceum, the committee do not feel justified in 
paying for the Town hall, however much the necessity for a 
larger hall is apparent. 

If the Town hall was available, so that those who would like 
to attend the lectures could feel sure of securing a seat without 
being subjected to the inconvenience of being present more than 
an hour before the commencement of the lecture, it is probably 
safe to assume that the attendance would be increased twenty- 
five to fifty per cent. The committee have endeavored to dis- 
charge their duty faithfully and trust that their labors may have 
resulted in accomplishing the best results for the Lyceum.

A list of the additions to the library for the past year' will be 
found in the annexed report of the librarian. The larger part of 
the books treat of different phases of early American and espe- 
cially New England history. Among the more important of the 
other works are the Dictionary of National Biography, the Cen- 
tury Atlas, the Boston Public Library, and the Library of 
Congress at Washington. 

In accordance with the suggestion of last year’s committee, the 
bindings of some of the older volumes have been repaired, and 
several works, which were published and have remained in 
portfolio form, have been hound, making them available for gen- 
eral consultation. 

A copy of the card catalogue has been made, and is to be in- 
serted in the similar catalogue of the circulating library, and 
cannot fail to he of assistance to students making use of the same. 
It will, we hope, help to bring the resources of the Sutton Li- 
brary to the attention of many, who might otherwise overlook 
them. 

The increased number of consultations, 1,036, the largest in the 
history of the library, is very gratifying and is certainly, in part 
at least, due to the zeal of the librarian, Kfltt Dftottlt, and the ef- 
ficient co-operatton of tho librarian of the circulating library, Mr.

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Librarian s Report. 


TO THE LYCEUM AND LIBRARY COMMITTEE : 

The report of the librarian for the year ending January 31, 
1899, is respectfully submitted. 

Early in the year the necessity of making certain changes in 
the arrangement of the library became apparent; it was there- 
fore decided to close during the first two weeks in August, dur» 
ing which time the books were cleaned and rearranged so as to 
give needed room in several classes that were badly crowded. 
Some 5,000 of the books were also renumbered. It is worthy of 
note that on the night of July 31, the date set for the return of 
all books to the library, but seven volumes remained in the hands 
of borrowers; four of these were returned the following day, 
and it was necessary to send for only one. 

All the books being on the shelves, the opportunity was im- 
proved to make an actual count by classes, no such statistics be- 
ing in existence. The result shows that on February 1, 1898,

The increase in the number of volumes in the library, Febru- 
ary r, 1898, over the number given in last year’s report, is 
chiefly caused by including in this count, for the first time, the 
Specifications and Drawings and Official Gazettes of the United 
States Patent Office.
